There 
were no specific charges against him, except 
that he did not enjoy the gen- 
eral confidence of the people 
and had held the office long enough. Mr. 
Farrow was strongly backed for the place, 
and Mr. Raum heard he would be appointed. 
Indeed, the secretary of the treasury had 
chosen Farrow as Clark's successor, when 
Mr. Raum heard of it, and began a fierce 
War on the new favorite. The secretary 


finally vindicated Farrow on all 
the charges preferred by Mr. Raum, but Mr. 
Farrow said he could not fill any office which 
would bring him under Mr. Raum. The op- 
position to Clark then settled on Walter 
Johnson, postmaster at Columbus, who frank-

Wasurvaron, February 5.—[Special Corres- 
pondenee Constitution.] — Colonel Hain 
mond’s victory in the house last Friday is the 
talk armong Georgians in Washington. Many 
of them were present and heard the discussion. 

Those acquainted with the machinery of 
the house know how commanding is the In- 
fluence of a commi'tee’s report. 

In thisinstance the most powerful of the 
committees submitted a unanimous report in 
favor of the bil to relieve the Reading ratl- 
road company of $453 O00 tax on $4,550,000 pay 
certificates issued to their eniployes but cir- 
cuiated as currency.

It 
seemed about to glide through the house on 
the motion of Kelley when the Georgian put 
in his objection. It was generally supposed 
that this would: occasion a delay of only a 
few minutes until Colonel Hammond began 
his argument. Everybody saw he = was in 
earnest, and also that he was showing upa 
new side of the question. He did not speak 
long. His strength as an advocate and 
an orator lies, to a great’ degree, in’ his con- 
ciseness, and on this occasion he drove his 
stee! pointed logic home ina very few min- 
utes. : 

After s :owing that the railroad issued these 
certificates in the face of advice trum the

‘The road hus 
Steadily paid more and more net revenue 
every year under its present management, and 
if it was driven to the necessity of issuing 
these certificates, there must have been some 
fault of management which congress has no 
right to make atonement for. 

Frequently during the debate the friends of 
the measure questioned the man who seemed 
to know more about the bill 
than the committee. He kept 
his feet perfectly, using every interruption as 
an additional rivet to his impregnable argu- 
ment. 

Against him speke Kelly, Hewitt, Dunnell, 
and Buckner, with some of the strongest men 
on both sides evidently at their backs. 

Mr. Stephens threw in a few words and Mr. 
Singleton, of illinois, made a thrust at the 
colmiittee, but the case of the opposition was 
put by Colonel Hammond. 

It wassv well put that a vote by sound 
seemed to indicate the defeat of the commit- 
tee. Kelly thought it impossible, and de- 
manded tellers. serween them marched 
forty-five members in favor of the aflirma- 
tive, and one hundred and pine left word 
that they thought nay. 

A completer uiumph could not have been 
had, and vreater odds were seldom put against 
one man, to be successfully overcome. 

High praise has been bestowed on the gen- 
tleman trom the fifth, but none higher than 
he deserves. 

Since he entered the house he has talked 
litule, but by his useful service in committee, 
his clear counsel in caucus, and his admira- 
ble deportment under all circumstances, he 
has won a place among the _ foremost 

men in the body. His success of Friday will 
push him forward there and will make him 
much better known to the mass of people 
who judge of a representative’s strength 
simply by what he says,

the senate three years ago for government 
aid in the building of railroads to the Rio 
Grande, his, (Coke’s) object having then 
been to attract private capital to the develop- 
ment of western Texas. Since then the San 
Antonio and Loredo road had been builtand 
Was now being extended into Mexico,and the 
Galveston and Carmarzo line is rapidly go- 
ing forward. At Ei Paso and Loredo we al- 
ready have rail -communication with 
Mexico, and at El Paso will have 
Within three months. These rail facilities se- 
cured to us the speedy transportation of 
troops and supplies for the protection of our 
Western border, and openedan avenue to the 
Mexican market for our surplus home manu- 
fuctures, but our tarif, in adding a 40 per 
cent tax to the home niurket price of our 
goods, and cost of freight, excludes our mah- 
ufacturers from the Mexican market, as they 
cunnot possibly make a profit unless they 
can undersell their European competitors 
there. The high Mexican tariffis prolibitory 
on some of our manufactures, especially on 
cotton goods, and the like, and as the Mexi- 
can imports, being the raw material, are ad- 
mitted free under our tariff, 
we have nothing ty offer as an 
inducement for Mexico .o reduce her high 
duties. Besides, if such reduction should 
benefit our foreign competitors equally with 
ours@lves, as itis probable it would, in view 
of the feeling against us in Mexico, it would 
not benetit usat all. These were the obsta- 
cles in our way to the Mexican 
murket — one of great importance 
in the future — and while 
urging that the strongest efforts should be 
iuade to facilitate counmercial exchanges with 
Mexico, Mr. Cuke read from Schiiecher’s re- 
pert from the house committee un foreign re- 
iations in 1878 to show that the outlook tor 
their success was discouraging.

Mr. Coke then proceeded to substantiate by 
reference to the tariff rates. His generalization 
that the important fduties increase relatively 
the cost to the consumer of the domestic ar- 
ticles, and that the excess of cost of the latter 
goes into the pockets of our manufacturers, 

Mr. Coke concluded at 4:10, after speaking 
for three hours. When several measures of no 
general interest were passed, the pension 
arrears Was taken up and laid over as unfin-

Suillvan “Lifte the Pressure” off Ryan's Reputation. 

New Or_eans, La., February 6.—The city 
is alive. about six thousand strangers being 
here to witness the Sullivan-Ryan fight. 
Among the arrivals this morning were Harry 
Hill, of New York, stakeholder in the con- 
test, and about a hundred New York, Troy 
ond Albany sportsmen. Chief of Detectives 
Watkins, of St. Louis, and Wappenstein, of 
Cincinnati; Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
E. A. Noonan, of St. Louis; Beverly R. Cham- 
bers; Michael Mallory, Jere Dunn and Sig 
Cobn, of Chicago, are here, also Mike Gleason 
and Jim Keenan, of Boston. 

Regarding the outcome of the fight things 
are mixed, though Sullivan is a slight favor- 
ite. The sporting men do not assimilate, 
there being a great bitterness between the 
western men, backing Sullivan, and the east- 
ern mien, supporting Ryan. Ryan isa perfect 
giant, and has trained down to 197. His car- 
riage is erect, and he looks fit to fight for his 
life, and is quietly confident. He is quar- 
tered atthe West End, six mile to the north- 
west. Sullivan was found at Carrollton, six 
miles south. He is inthe finest possible condi- 
tion, and it is hard tu realize that he can be 
defeated, Both men leave their quarters soon 
for the battle-ground, or some adjacent spot. 
There is no doubt the fight will be a 
syguare and a bitter one. Its du- 
ration depends on a number of circum- 
stances. This is Sullivan s first fight without 
gloves, while Ryan is just a notch above a 
novice, having beacen Joe Guss. Members of 
the cotton exchange, council and such insti- 
tutions will be in attendance. ‘There is actu- 
ally nu povl selling so far, but there are enor- 
mous amounts bet and put up, the eastern 
delegation bringing lots of money to support 
Ryan.

THE ARKANSAS TANGLE, 


Investigation Dragging Slowly and the People Ge

VesUigaling committee—Judkins, Boyd and 
Mitchel—have given to the public no state- 
ment of the result of their investigation other 
than that sent to the Republican some time 
since, and are waiting for the promised expla- 
nation by the governor. ‘The latter has had 
experts at Work on the books for many days, 
and has reduced the reported deficiency —gW,-

Meanwhile public opinion is setting strongly 
against both the governor and the committee. 
The people know that the committee has al- 
ready been in session many months ata heavy 
expense to the state, and naturally resent the 
idea of the investigation dragging along for an 
Indefinite period. Added to this is an under- 
current of suspicion concerning the motives 
which actuate the governor and his friends 
aud the members of the committee and their 
supporters, 

A prominent democratsaid to-day in answer 
to an Inquiry: ; 

“No one can say when the matter will end, 
and the longer it runs the worse it is for the 
committee and Governor Churchill. In cases 
like this the people judge harshly and hastily. 
Outside of Little Rock the bulk of the peo- 
ple appear to have perhaps three well-defined 
ideas as to the motives which govern the 
parties directly concerned. With regard to 
the committe they think that Boyd, Jud- 
kins and Mitchel are hanging on for their 
per diem, and with the hope of. advancing 
the political prospects of the two gentle- 
men last named. With respect to the gov- 
ernor, they regard hiin as luboring with his 
fiiends to cover up.a very large discrepancy 
in his accounts as state treasurer, Mind. 
[ do not give this as my individual opinion, 
but as indicative of the general tone of 
public opinion upon the subject. The ZOvV- 
ernor and the committee may both — be 
wronged by such supposition, but the fact re- 
mains. My advice to each, were I asked to 
give it, would be first for the result of the in- 
vestigation to be given to the public as soon 
as possible; then for Governor Churchill to 
resign the gubernatorial! office and for the 
comunittee to crawl into holes and pull the 
holes in after them. It will be a heavy load 
for the democracy to carry through the next 
canvass, end as it will.’ 

‘‘And what will be the outcome?”

Mr. Bradlaugh, in addressing the house of 
commons from the bar, declared most solemn- 
‘y that the parliamentary oath would be bind- 
ing upon his honor and conscience.

istering the oath were observed, and could 
not inquire into Mr. Bradlaugl’s opinions. 
Sir Stafford Northcote’s motion was then 
adopted by a vote of 286 against 227. 
The speaker ordered Mr. Bradlaugh towith- 
draw. Mr. Bradlaugh at first refused, but 
withdrew upon a motion ordering him to do 
go, Which Mr. Gladstone said he would not 
oppose, being agreed to. 

In the house of lords, in the debate on the 
address in reply to the queen's speech, the 
marquis of Salisbury (conservative) made a 
violent attack on thegovernment. Earl Gran- 
ville, foreign secretary, replied. 

In her speech at the opening of parliament, 
the queen says: 

In concert with the president of the Freneh re- 
public, 1 have given careful attention to the af- 
fuirs of Egypt, where existing arrangements haye 
wageees ou me special obligations. ishall use my 
influeuce to maintain the rights already establish- 
ed, whether by the firmans of the sultan, 
vr by the various international engagements, in a 
spirit fuvorabie to the good governmeut of the 
cuuntry and a prudent development of its iustitu- 
Lions. 

My communication with France ou the subject 
of a uew commercial treaty have not been closed. 
They will be prosecuted by me as i have already

The trade of the country, both domestic and 
foreign, has for some time been improving and the 
milduess of the Wiuter ha: been emineutiy suited 
tu farming operations, setter proSpeeis, I trust, 
are thus opened tor the classes immediately cou- 
cerned in agriculture.

BUFFALO MOUNTAIN 


— 


Crumbles to the Earth—White Keck Peak, the Lene 
Sentinel, Vicids to Geological Agoncies and Levals 
inte a Plain. 


Knoxville Tribune. 
A few days ago news reached Knoxville 


' that Buffalo mountain in upper East Tennes- 


’ gee bad crumbled tothe earth and the inhab- 
_itants of that neighborhood were stricken 
with terror. . As soon as practicable a Trilune 
®eporter was sent to Johnson City, the nearest 
Pome to the scene of destruction. Upon ar- 
hg there he learned White Rock Peak on 
Sa mountain that had succumbed to 
_ @Ological agencies was far distant over a 
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tract of country. si nye 
guide and two good horses we started for the 
mountain. The snow was falling in the val- 
ley, and as we ascended the slope toreach the 
peak it become deeper and deeper until we 
reached the summit whereit had fallen to a 
depth of 18 inches. 
uffalo mountain is one of the ridges that 
forms the yreat Lron mountain, It, however, 
runs east and west, the western end of which 
terminates near the line of Washington and 
Carter counties in an abrupt precipice tower- 
ing far in the heavens. The end was solid 
rock composed of white sandstone that glit- 
tered in the noon-day sun, the effulgence of 
whose rays could be seen for miles by the 
traveler. From its white appearance it re- 
ceives the nume of White Rock that is on 
record several places in history. It was also 
called by some the Lone Sentinel. - Before the 
huge miass of quartz crystals fell a prey to 
geological agencies, its massive form could be 
seen from afar, looking like a silent spectre 
standing guard over the towns and valleys 
beneath. 

It was the highest peak on Buffalo moun- 
tain, and from this point the country could 
be viewed for miles around. The end which 
formed the Lone Sentinel was about fifteen 
hundred feet above the surrounding country, 
and was almost a perpendicular cliff. The 
entire mountain, with the exception of the 
W hite Rock, was covered with a heavy growth 
of timber, prominent among which was the 
oak and chestnut trees. The brow of the 
mountain must have been a half mile or more 
across, and composed forthe most part of this 
white sand-stone. Last Wednesday, about 
three o'clock in the afternoon, a tremendous 
crash, that in its force res mibled the quakings 
of an earthquake was heard by the inhabit- 
ants of the towns and valleys below. Those 
who witnessed the scene trom a distance de- 
scribe it as one of horror. 

Looking back in the direction of the noise 
it looked as if the entire mass of the moun- 
tain was falling upon them. Rocks as large 
as houses were being hurled into the valley 
with a‘terrible force. ‘Trees were uprooted 
and cut down as if they were mere brittle 
hairs. To the illiterate people, who inhabit 
the valley, death seemed inevitable. Families 
cgouched together and sent up prayers for 
deliverance. The ungodly, thinking the 
world’s destruction had begun, fell upoy their 
knees and fervently askea pardon for their 
numerous sins. The suspense juust Lave j 
been terrific. With a noise that made the 
ground shake the avalanche came cr shing 
down the mountain side, carrying everything 
With it that stood in its course, Finally, how- 
ever, the noise subsided and the vibrations 
ceased, but the trightened population could 
not be urged near the scene of degtruct*s ny. 

W hen we arrived at the te.» of the moun 
tain, 2 2 CIrCUtous TOU"s we gazed in won- 
der ap“ astonishment. There in front of us, 
éovered with snow, we could see strewn for a 
mile down the mountain side the debris of 
this stupendous crash. The track of the rocks 
in their terrible downward flight was percepti- 
ble fora mile or more. A boulder weighing 
several tons, which had diverged from the 
beaten course, was lodged here and there 
against a tree, but the most of them had zone 
to fill up the valley below. Trees several feet 
in diameter were cut completely in wo, some 
as high up as forty feet, clearly showing what 
a powertul force must have urged the rocks to 
a lower position. Wecould but standin mute 
admiration of the slow yet steady and power- 
ful forces of nature which had been cutting 
this mountain down toa level with the adjoin- 
ing country. 

We conversed with several in regard to the 
cause of this great fall of rock and many are 
stubborn in the opinion that it was caused by 
a movement in the earth's crust. Others, 
however, are of the belief that it was the 
work of what geologists term aqueous agen- 
cies, Our readers will remember that since 
Christmas we have had a continuous wet 
spell and water percolating this rock froze 
and in expanding split it to a depth of a hun- 
dred feet or more. Probably this etfective 
leaver has been prizing away for years, split- 
ting the strongly cohesive substance, but 
finally it yielded to pressure and was precipi- 
tated into the valley below. 

The spot which was overlooked by the Lone 
Sentinel bears a historical significance that 
will be added to by its recegt disaster. It is 
frequently spoken of in the’ histories of Ten- 
nessee as the spot where Governor Sevier and 
his friends and Colonel John B. Tipton and 
his allies metin a bloody and fatal affray 
just ninety-four years ago. In the latter 
part of the last century, while this portion 
of the state was yet South Carolina, it 
seceded and set up a state government of its 
own, calling itself Franklin. Governor Se- 
vier, it will be remembered, was elected chief 
magistrate and commander of the militia. 
South Carolina still claiming this territory, 
appointed her officials, thereby causing a con- 
flict. Colonel John B, Tipton was appointed 
county court clerk of Washington county. 
He lived at the foot of White Ruck, and Goy- 
ernor Sevier, followed by 150 men, proceeded 
to the house of Tipton to divest him of the 
otticial papers. Colonel Tipton, backed by a 
strong force, routed the Sevier allies. Several 
men were killed and wounded during the day. 
Ou account of this engagement, White Rock 
has often been referred to in the histories of 
Tennessee, and now thatit has passed through 
such an ordeal its name will shine brighter 
than ever on the records of time.

THE ALMA MATER OF GEORGIA 
METHODISM. 


-——-- 


A Little Gathering of Forty-four Years Ago—What 
It Proposed and What it Accomplished—The 
Educational Work of Half a Century— 

Mr. Senvey’s Endowment. Etc., Etc. 
Oxroxrp, February 6, 1882. —[Special Corre- 
spondence Constitution, }—* ‘Forty- four years 
avo there met near the spot where we are 
now assembled, in which was then a forest, a 
little company of devout men, ministers and 
laymen—the fathers and leaders of the Methi- 
odism of that day, Of gold and silver they 
had but a scanty store, hey loved God 
and man with pure hearts fervently. They 
were rich in faith and hope. They could do 
little more than begin the crection of some 
inadequate buildings, kneeling under the 
Open kv and pray Ine drod's blessing upon the 
PUPFpose of their hearts and the works of their 
hands. Out of that meeting and the pious 
consultations and ctforts that preceded and 
followed it, have grown this sylvan village, 
Oxford, and this honored Christian school, 

Emory college.”’ 

Thre above words were uttered by Rev. At- 
ticus G. Haygood on the 8th day of last June, 
when hundreds of students and friends of the 
cause of education bad gathered beneath the 
beautiful trees on the campus at Emory to 
watch the hand of Bishop Pierce lay the cor- 
ner stone of Seney hall. “And now, Dr. 


Hayyood, I want you to tell me what you are 


going to do with this hall, and whatever else 


you can siy of interest about the college and 


its prospects.’’ Realizing that Emory was 
fast working its way to the’ front as 
one of our leading institutions 
of learning, I had braved the twelve inch, 
gummy, prairie-liLe mud between Covington 
and Oxford this morning for the purpose of 
gleaning from the president what he could 
say about the much talked of Seney hall that 
is now fast approaching completion, and this 
was the first question I usked. I found him 
busily engaged in his studio at his residence, 
and having invited me toa seat, the doctor 
answered by saying: 

“You want to know what Mr. Seney has 
done forus, and what we are going to do 
with the new hall? Well, to begin with, there 
are very few people who know just whata 
generous imun Mr. Seny has shown himself. 
You know he commenced this offerings by 
presenting us with what he presumed to call 
the modest sum of $10,000, Now, however, he 
has given to Emory over $100,000, a princely 
vift, you will admit.”’ 

“Flow did he give this suin?”’ 

“He has given $75,000 for a permanent eu 
dowment fund, desiring that it should be 
used toward the endowment of a ‘Lovick 
Pierce chair of mental and moral philosophy,’ 
a ‘Bishop Pierce chair of English,’ and an 
‘A. H. Colquitt chair of natural science.” He 
gave, also, $5,U0U to assist in paying a debt 
owed by the college; also, $20,000 for Seney 
hall, and what further sum that may be nec- 
essary to Complete and furnish it.” 

“Whatis the total endowment of Emory 
now?’ 

“One hundred thousand dollars. We add- 
ed our own fund of $25,000 to what 
Mr. Seney gave us, and now we = are 
in a fair way to become an 
institution with few equals in the south. The 
hall will cost $0,000 with its outfit. Uhis in- 
cludes all the furniture which will be ef the 
best modern make and style.” 

“When will the building be finished?’ 

“We desire to yet it finished by the first of 
April, and I suppose nothing will interfere to 
prevent it. dhe hall, however, will not be 
used for commencement purposes. It will be 
used for four professors and a grand library. 
The third story, which is double, will be used 
forthe library with four reading rooms at- 
tached. Each prote-sor’s room will have a 
private office. Lhe recitation rooms will be 
furnished in the best manner, with modern 
desks and an entire outfit of blackboards.”’ 

*How much will the furniture cost?” 

‘“Bdon’t know, exactly. The blackboards 
alone will cost $300, being made of veneered 
wood, and are considered the best in the 
world.” 

“How is the laboratory of the 
now ?”’ 

“We havea thoroughly good laboratory, a 
practical one only at present, but still in 
every way suited fur our present wants. We 
are, liowever, constantly adding to the labor- 
atory. | ordered a fine lathe to-day that will 
cost $250. Weare always adding. The new 
library will be very large—large enough for 
30,000 volumes. Jam building it for a hun- 
dred years.” 

“What is the 
of Emory college now ? 

“Well, Ll maue an estimate the other day 
forthe census bureau at Washington. The 
sum total now, with the endowment fund, is 
$200,000. We hope, of course, to gradually 
increase the endowment fund. We have as- 
surances of aid from all quarters, especially 
in building up our library.”’ 

“Tell me, doctor,” Lasked, ‘how the college 
has progressed since you have been here.’’ 

“Well, when I came in 1876, there were on- 
ly five menin the faculty. Now we have 
eleven. Among othe: things, we have intro- 

duced vocal music, ‘lgsl, after five years’ trial, 
we consider itan emphatic success. This is 
in charge of Professor 4 M. McIntosh, who 
takes great interest in it, as do the pupils un- 
der him. 
last term, and have commenced admirably. 
We hope to make ths a permanent 
and a prominent feature, so that a 
youns nau Can take a business course with 
his academic education. This feature will be 
enlarged,”’ 

‘“Hlow is the attendance now at the college?” 

“Better than atany time in its history. 

- We have students from ten states, besides one 
front Mexico anu one frou China. The roll 
up to date shows 245 names, and, notwith 
standing the cry of hard times, we have had 
fewer students to stop off during the fall term 
than was ever known before. When the cata- 
logue is published it will show 260 names, as 
a nuinber w i. b- in shortly.”’ 

Continuing, Dr. Haygood said: ‘Now, I 
have one subje ct [ want to mention spec ially, 
From expernence | have found that 
the one great trouble at a college was the 
board question, an liave made great effort to 
fathom it. We purchased three large houses 
and have named them respectively, Andrew 
Hall, Marvin Hall and Florida Hall. These 
buildings accommodate one hundred young 
men. Kuch hall has a manager, a student, of 
course, appointed by me. Phey have a man 
cook and turnish their own provisions. They 
live decently and comtortably, and without 
any discount either at colle re ae in the com- 

munity, on from eight to ten dollars per 
month. At Aydrew ‘Hall last year the aver- 
age cost for board was $72 for the entire time. 

You see I make it possible for ® peor boy to 

fight his way through on an independent 

line. 

“These hall boys are’ generally the 
ones who appear with the medals 
at commencement, and stand head in all the 
departments.” 

“How many students have you now. doc- 
tor, in those halls?” 

‘‘We have eighty at present, living that way, 
at least one-half of them being twenty-one 
— of age on an average. Nobody enters

there without my direct permission. The three 
cardinal principles upon which I run this de- 
gto of the college are these: 

. No little boys allowed there. 

. No rich man’s son allowed there. 

Every one must make a fair showing of 
good character. I don’t require that they 
should show either religion or pauperism. I 
have had two or three. stingy men to take 
their son's away because they couldn't get 
them in here.” 

It_is the universal testimony of the entire 
town that the hall boys are as good as 
the best anywhere. Besides this, they have 
been ai pre at help to me in ZOove ‘ming the 

school. Among the eighty now at the halls. 
fully twenty- five of them are looking to the 
ministry. Then lve got them looking to all 
orts of th ‘ngs; law, farming, and every- 
Laing 

Ladd one word about th e system at these 

They make monthly settlements, and 
allowed to make no debts. The manager 
is a student, always, and I have had the good 
fortune to select such young men as have had 
practical experience as clerks in stores. These 
managers have as good credit in Atlanta as 
any merchant anywhere, and that is where 
most of the provisions are bought.” 

“Do you ever have any hazing among the 
students now?’ 

“No, sir; hazing has disappeared entirely. 
[t is discounted and drive ‘nout by the senii- 
ment of the boys, and has been denounced by 
the college paper, the Emory Mirror. The 
paper, by the way, is flourishing und is now 
In its third year. It 1s run by the two literary 
societies, and is well sustained. It has a larger 
circulation than any college paper I. ever 
knew. Itis a clean paper, solely under the 
young men themselves. We never sce it un- 
til it comesout, and there has never been an 
improper thingana Single Issue.” 

lbankin: Dr. Ilavgood tor his information 
about Emory, lasked him to tell me some- 
thing about his recent trip north and its 
Ob) és. 

“[T spoke sixteen times altogether—once in 
the state of New York and inevery New 
england state except Vermont. Il went even 
to Skowhegan, Maine, concluding in Tremont 
temple, Boston, where my reception wis 
overwhelming in its cordial greeting. I had 
eoud audiences everywhere, and was received 
as itis possible to put in words. | 
exaggerate the hospitality of the 
people received everywhe re, I le Fiured In 
Springfield, Hartford, Providence, Concord 
and other such representative cities of cul-

“How did you happen to go away up there 
to lecture?’

The Dyeing of Butter.

All who eat are interested to know that nearly 
all the butter offered for sale in our large cities 
owes its rich golden color to artificial additions. 
The Scientific American gives several recipes in use 
among butter-dyers, Annotio and turmeric are 
commonly employed, butthere are also various 
compounds put up in cans to be sold to the trade. 
For some of these it is claimed that they only im- 
part the desired color to butter, but will keep it 
sweet and fresh for an indefinite time. Ro- 
rick’s recipe calls for lard, six 
pounds; annotto. six ounces; turmeric 
one ounce; salt, ten ounces;  nitre 
half an ounce; bromochloralum, three and a half 
ounces, nd as much water as necessary. These are 
well concocted together, and the sham color is then 
ready for use with eithersham or genuine butter. 
it is sometimes considered a little difficult to dis- 
tinguish oleomarverine from the article of which it 
isan imitation, and the difficulty is heightened 
when the color is good. The semi-transparent 
character of the imitation is, however, conclusive 
against it, as well as its waxy gloss of surface. and 
the false color can be detected by the fact that itis 
apt to separate when the olecmargerine is melted.

Either the laws un- 
der which we live are seriously defectuve, or the 
eople are not in accord and sympathy with the 
ok There is urgent need of more legislation, or 
of such active and general co-operation as will 
inake the Jaws effective 

It isexceedingly diffien]lt to know how to deal 
with those who, in apy manner, lose control of 
themselves and develop the ferocity which is latent 
in pearly every individual Of the right of society 
to restrain those whuse habits are dangeious and 
injurious to those around them, there is no 
manner of doubt. There is no hesitation 
in putting the insane where they are 
powerless to do violence to themselves or 
to other®. itis less easy to find the safe middle 
course, between care for the subject and regard for 
those who may be the victims, where the attacks 
are infrequent and cannot be foreseen. And it ir 
hard, indeed, to know what courseis best where 
the subject, with hisown hand to his own lips, 
makes himselfa menace to friend and foe alike. 
There is perhaps no way in which the law can avert 
the injury that undersuch conditions may be in- 
flicted on those least blameworthy. It can punish 
where i! cannot prevent, but prevention ismore de- 
s'rable than punishment. The law can be* so 
changed that drunkenness shall be an 
aggravation, rather than an extenua- 
tion, of any criminal offense, but 
one whore brain is inflamed with liquor cares no 
more for himself than for others and heeds as little 
the shadow of the gailows as the gloom of the pen- 
itentiary There is scant room, therefore, for addi- 
tional protection from legislation. The laws here 
are as stringent us in other states. There is as 
much drinking to excess in other states as in South 
Carolina. Yetin none of the older states, outside 
of the south, is such an exhibition as that which 
took place in Columbia last week likely to be wit- 
nessed. There is debauchery and crime enough; 
but notin that shape, or under similarcircumstan 
Ces. 

The general condition of the hapless renafor from 
Colleton was fully known when he was placeu under 
bonds on Weduesday. The air was thick with ru- 
mors, and there were Many specta: ors of the pain- 
ful spectacle in the senate on Friday. Noarrest 
then and there! A throng of eager persons witness- 
ed the second encounter Nourrest then or there! 
The third collision was in the broad and open street. 
Still noarrest! As long a&no one Was killed, or 
until some oneshoula be killed, there was no dis- 
position to arrest any one. This we 
are obliged to regard as evidence of 
a want of that sympathy aud co-opera- 
tion without which the best laws ever hanna be- 
come a dead letter. As Jeremy Taylor says: “A 
good Jaw without execution is like an unperiormed 
promise.’’ Wedo notsuspect any of the curious 
» stunders ot regurding the expecied combat a> a 
matteg which had for them the sume interest, and 
as liiue respopsibility, as a chicken fight. Jhey 
wanted tosee i? however. and they did not seek to 
preventit. What is the reason of this? How is it 
to be accounted for’ 

Throughout the suuth thereistoo much disposi- 
tion t. regard every individual as the proper 
avenger of his own wrongs. ry those who take 
this pernicious view, the law, as ameans of redress 
and reparation, is rarely resorted to, unless the in- 
jury effect the pocket alone. There isan unwritten 
limitation upon the law; the law is applied with a 
reservation. Within a domain of undeiined ex- 
lent, each one isexpecied to look to his own prow- 
ess for satisfaction or defense. This feeling marks 
a flaw in the fabric of our civilization, perhaps, 
aud it certainly explains the behavior of the louk- 
ers-on in Columbia.

A Markct House—An Interview with Councilman 
Knapp-—Alderman Lowry and the Streets and 
Water Works—Councilmap Johnson and 
a City Park- Topics of Interest.

COUKCILMAN KNAPP PROPOSES 
ONE. 


HOW TO BUILD 

Desiring to obtain some information upon 
the subject of the proposed market house our 
reporter sought Councilman Knapp, who in- 
troduced the resolution in reference to it, at his 
office on Alabama street, where he was found 
very busy answering questions propounded by 
numerous customers for real estate. After a 
few remarks on the delightful weather of the 
past two days the repertorial pump was ap- 
plied: 

“Mr. Knapp. [ see you had a resolution be- 
fore the council last Monday in reference to a 
market house for Atlanta, what about it?”’ 

“The subject has in the past few years’ been 
eonstantiy called to my and [f 
thought that while we had a council of pro-

“Do you consider the proposed locality a 
good one?” 

“Certainly, itisthe best place in the city, 
and with myself it is no new idea and I have 
often wondered that no steps have been taken 
tosupply the long felt want. The position 
designated is central and easily accessible to 
all parts of the city and will not conitlict with 
the interests of property owners elsewhere. 
My ideais to have the building on a level with 
the Broad street bridge and the

| suggestions, and will arrange that all suitable 


and should additonal means of access be nec- 
essary, the city could no doubt purchase 
from twenty to thirty feet of land at the 
north end of the bridge and make a roadway 
more accessible to about one third the length 
of the building for the purpose of carrying in 
any heavy or bulky goods of all description 
that might be ofi¢red there for sale.” 

“How do you propose to erect the market 
house?” 

“T have conversed with some builders in 
reference to the matter and they Say there 
will be no diftftieulty whatever in erecting a 
building Sthat will answer the desired pur- 
pose. Tire whole structure would be sup- 
ported upon iron’ pillars resting upon stone 
foundations. The center line of pillars should 
be slightly shorter than the others, se as to 
admit of a sink of a few inches of the floor to 
this point, these pillows to be hollow and _ to 
be used as drain pipes to connect with asewer 
underneath for the purpose of conveying off 
any liquids that might fail upon the floor, or 
when the tlhoor is being scoured. The floor 
shenld be made double and thoroughly coated 
with pitch between planks. The outer walls 
would be. made of wooden fraine work and 
covered on the outside with corrugated iron; 
the roof inaile in the same way, This would 
‘render the buiiding more thoroughly fire- 
proof than any structure in the city.” 

‘Are the butehers and hucksters in favor ot 
your project ”? 

“They are heartily in favor of it and have 
been ¢lamorous tor a market for soine years 
past. You see the way done now 
any farmer or gardener can retail his vegeta- 

bles from his wagon free of tax before the 
very door of some merchant who not only 
pays a to do business here but also 
pays taxes upon his stock in trade. This 
very unjust to the store-keeper and should 
not be tolerated. The establishment of a 
market will tend to increase the good quality 
of meats, vegetables, ete., bought here, by rea- 
son of competition and the ease with which 
comsumers could inspect them when placed 
on sale in the one building.” 

“How is it that, when the city is so pressed 
for funds to meet necessary extensions of the 
water works and the paving of streets, you 
agitate this question?” 

“Tt is true the city will be taxed to her ut- 
most this year to do what you mention, but 
if the necessary amount cannot be obtained 
from the city treasury to build the market, 
there will be no lack of private funds, pro- 
vided the council will invest private parties 
or corporations with the necessary powers of 
carrying out the project. It will pay a hand- 
some dividend upon the investment, and we 
should be only too willing to have the proper 
kind of parties to take hold of the matter, if 
from 4 sanitary standpoint only.” 

“The mavor called the attention of the 
council to the railroad crossing at Whitehall 
street rendered dangerous by reason of the 
constant switching of trains there. How do 
you propose to remedy it?” 

“Strange as it might at first thought seem, 
my market house project will be the means 
of relieving tlie difficulty there as fur as 
pedestrians are concerned, It is proposed 
that the market shall extend as far as the 
Whitehall street crossing, and that a verandah 
or walk of light but strong iron work should 
be added tothe end of the building, and this 
walk reached by a flight of iron steps from 
each stde, sothat these steps and verandah, 
accessible from Whitehall street on each side 
of the railroad, would in every way answer 
the purpose of a bridge.” 

“What would be the 
house, as preposed ?”’

Then we will decidewhat is 
best adapted to the wants of the whole city. 
One thing | am determined on, and that is that 
we will not think of purchasing less than one 
hundred acres. I prefer two hundred, or 
even more, if we can getit. Butit is out of 
the quéstion to talk of less than a hundred.” 

“Suppose the fifteen thousand dollars 
would not purchase a large enough tract?” 

“The council would give us what we needed, 
I think, without doubt. Of cou'se it would 
be folly to cramp ourselves-in the amount of 
ground purchased, and we shall not do so,” 

“What is your idea of building up the 
park?” 

To improve it gradually, but always in ac- 
cordance with a settled plan. I should first 
say that we should employ a first-class man to 
lay outtne park exactly as we wanted it to 
appear when finished and perfect. Then the 
council would appropriate annually what 
amount it felt able to spend. That should 
be spent notin temporary work but in carry- 
ing out the permanent settled part of a gen- 
eral plan, so that when we had worked on it 
several years we would have something 
worthy of a great city.” 

“Do you think the work can be commenc- 
ed during the present year?” 

“Yes; [think that we can purchase the 
land and make an appropriation to start the 
work. A very littl money will make some 
sort of ashow, and with the park once started 
the people would insist on giving liberally to 
it, until in eight- or ten years we would have 
just what we need. 

That Extra Tax. 
JOHNSON THINKS THAT 

RE LEVIED, 


COUNCILMAN iT SHOULD 


Discussing with Mr. Johnson the suggestion 
of Alderman Lowry that the extra tax of one 
half of one per cent should be levied for street 
purposes, that gentleman said: 

“It hurts me bad to pay tax as it does 
any man in Atlanta, but understanding the 
situation as I do, and seeing the absolute ne- 
cessity for immediate work on the streets, I 
am in favor of voting for the extra tax.”’ 

‘The streets are very bad now?” 

“J should say so. No man knows how bad 
until he has gone over the main thorough- 
fares and investigated them. Many of them 
are literally impassable. Scores of our citi- 
zens have not had their carriages out for 
weeks, and even. physicians have abandoned 
the use of their buggies, preferring to walk or 
use the street cars rather than trv to pull 
through the mud. 1 saw a dray stalled on 
yesterday with only one barrel on it. In 
many places the mud is up to the hub ofa 
wagon wheel and sticks like gumarabic.”’ 

‘The streets are worse than they were last 
year, are they not?” ; 

“Of course they are, and they will get worse 
and worse every vear until they are permiu- 
nently fixed, The patching up tlaat has been 
done from year to year does no sort of good 
anid the city throws away the money it 
spends in that direction.” 

“You may say,” Mr. Johnson went on, 
“that we are going to commence laying Bel- 
gian, block on Alabama street at once and we 
will have that street paved with the very best 
pavement ina very short time from “now. 
This will only cost the city about two thous- 
and dollars, the property holders along the 
street paying four thousand. I think that as 
soon as it is seen What improvement it makes 
the people would vote almost unanimously 
to put on the extra tax, and fix up our streets 
in first. class Stvie at once and iorever, and 
lift from Atlanta the disgrace. inconvenience 
and extracost thatthese miserable streets 
now put upon her.

A Visit t. Roanoke Island, Where the People of 
North Carolina Propose to Celebrate the Ter- 
centenary of the First English Landing in 
America—A Land of My- tic Legend 


Manteo, Dane County, N. C., January —_ 
[Corretpondence New Y ork W orld.J—One 
must not be too rude in judging the aed 
else Armadas and Barlewe and Sir Richar 
Greenville might be harshly blamed for not 
effecting a permanent settlement here three 
hundred years ago, or at least for not ——- 
this a landing-place for a permanent settie- 
ment. If there had been a Captain John 
Smith among those first crews of Englishmen 
that came to our shores, this island would have 

> . jal . 
been made the first home of the English race 
in America, But tais is not necessary for the 
purpose of celebratiun; for it has been pro- 
posed to celebr te the tercentenary of the 

A - ; ] 5s341— 
landing of the English—about July 14, 1034 
which took place somewhere in this vicinity. 
Where the celebration will be held has not yet 
been determined; but, wherever it may be, 
if it beat all, the most interesting result will 
be to call attention to this historic region and 
to bring out of the swamps and the past the 
legends that fishermen have handed down for 
many generations about the expeditions of 
Sir Richard Greenville. When all other un- 
explored places have been stripped of legends 
for romance, the story-tellers may come here 
to find sea serpents, Indian traditions, the 
wild man of the swamp or an island arcadia. 
With Hatteras below us and the Sismal 
swamp above us, we seem to be surrounded 
with geographical terrors; and the canoe 1s 
the principal means of travel. The story that 
Barlowe wrote to Sir Walter Raleigh three 
hundred years ago, therefore, is yet true in 
many particulars. 

“We viewed the land about us,”’ wrote old 
Barlowe, after he landed somewhere here- 
about, ‘being whereas [where] we first landed 
very sandy and low toward the water side, 
but so full of grapes, as the very beating and 
surge of the sea overflowed them, of which 
we found such plenty as well there as in all 
places elsé both on the sand and on the soil; 
on the hills as in the plains, as well on very 
little shrub as also climbing towards the tops 
of high cedars, that I think in all the world 
the like abundance is not to be found; and 
myself having seen those parts of Europe 
that difference as 
were incredible to be written.” 

Grapeland this is yet. In all the world the 
like abundance is hardly to be found, at least 
In Tyrrel! county just 
west of Dare the first scuppernong vibe wus 
seen—the rich white grape that flourishes 
only ina limited semi-tropical region, and 
nowher@else grows as luscious as here. One 
ofthe 2arly explorers brought a vine from 
Tyrrell county over to the island nearly three 
hundred years ago and stuck it in the sand. 
It now covers more than an acre of ground, 
and every year bears more luscious clusters. 
This of all places should be the spot to hoid a 
celebration--the planting of the scuppernong 
by the planters oi the English race on Amer- 
ican soil. May each live coeternal with the 
other. (This toast to be drank with wine 
made from the old vine.) The Isabella grape 
also was first found here. A Mrs. Isabella 
Gibbs carried a cutting from this region to 
Rhode Island. The grape became famous and 
was given hername Let us thank chance or 
euphony that it took her first name. A 
“Gibbs’’ grape would become sour in two 
generavions. 

As richly as corn grows here, we cannot 
now boast of such as credulous old Barlowe 
saw—'*corn which is very white, fair and well 
tasted, and grows three times in tive months.’’ 
Yet his description of fowl will still hold 
good: When they discharged an “arquebus 
shot among cranes (most white) such a cry 
we. tup as ifa whole army of men returning 
cried out at once,”’ 

His description of the natives we are willing 
to appropriate in so far as it tells of hospitahi- 
ty and kind-heartedness. He wrote: ‘And 
after a few days overpassed the chief brought 
his wife with him to the ships, his daughter 
and twoor three children. His wife was very 
well favored, of mean stature and very bashful, 
She had on her back a long cloak with the fur 
side next to her body and before her a piece 
of the same.”’ There is not to-day a fur-lined 
cloak in Dare county. We have become sim- 
pier in our dress. ““‘When we were come to 
the outer room,” Barlowe writes of his recep- 
lion, “having ‘ive rooms in her house, the 
queen caused us to sit down by a great fire, 
und after took off our clothes and washed 

, ‘ ] ; ; ; . , 
them and dried them again; some of the 
women plucked off our stockings and washed 
them, sume washed our feet in warm water. 
and she herself took great pains to see ail 
things ordered in the best manner she could. 
makinay ereat hasve to dress some at for us 
to eat.’ 

“We found the pee 
and faithful, void of al} 
such as live after the manner of the golden 
age.” The golden age is ours yet—at least an 
age OF simple Contentment, of wine and fish 
und freedom—an age vet full of stories and 
good cheer. In 1486 sir Richard Greenville 
leit lilteen men here and sailed away to Eng- 
land. W haat became them was never 
known. Butasmall company of men and 
women Were alterwards left, who, it. was 
hoped, would found a colony. Among them 
was the daughter of Sir Richard, Mrs. Dare. 
She had a daughter born to her on August 1, 
los?—Virginia Dare she was christened—and 
she was the first English child born on Amer- 
ican «soil, A story is told that several 
times during the last hundred 
years two families in Perquimans 
county have boasted of descent from Viryvinia 
Dare. The boast is most likely unwarranted. 
Phe truth is the whole colony mysteriously 
disappeared. It is improbable that they were 
murdered; itis probable that they were ab- 
sorbed in the friendly tribe of Indians that 
lived here. Long afterwards a crew of ad- 
venturers found strange Indians on the island, 
some With auburn hair and light eyes. Were 
these the ancestors of the proud old families 
that make boast of descent from the house of 
Dare? All that remains to attest the exist- 
ence of the first American-English child is 
the name of the county. As late as 177s. 
however, a live oak was pointed out on which 
the absorbed immigrants cut the story of 
their degeneration, When the visitors come to 
the tercentenary celebration, doubtless pieces 
of the old oak wiil still be tound. 

What a field for romance and for song these 
old stories give! It used to be said that an 
antiquary in Edenton—an old town that has 
ainore interesting history than any other ob- 
scure place in the south ays. St. Augustine 
—wrote a long epic poem about the extinc- 
tion of the first English settlers. He never 
found a publisher. Whether his manuscript 
Is in eXistence or not, who knows? 

This is aiand more of legend than of fact. 
he sand sinks down to the sea all around, so 
that one scarcely recognizes in the distance 
the waste of sand from the waste of water. 
Sea-gulls and wild vines, salt sir, scent ot 
the cedar, and that feeling that 
the world which is and moves 
and has change is so far on—far beyond the 
sound and strait somewhere—confuse one’- 
iceas of existence, and old Barlowe himself 
would not seem out of place were he found 
drawin ina net on the beach. Legend or 
life? Buik on legend and sand, this town of 
seventy ‘five people—the county seat of a 
county ofa ‘ew morethan three thousand— 
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become so blended that Sir Walter Raleigh 
himself, as one goes, planted the old 
vine and told his royal mistress strange stories 
of an arcadia beyond the sea in days when 
Krekens still rnled the deep?
